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CHINAMEN RAN AWAY

Story ef tho Japanese Victory of

Thursday on the Yalu.

Anxiety ta Take Moukdcn Before

the Mikado's Birthday.

Health and Spirits of Japan's In-

vading Army Kxcellcnt.

YOKOHAMA. Oct. ntcr de-

spatches from the Yulu Itlver show that
In the Rattle fought ) esterday between
tho Chlnise and Japanese 3,500 Chinese
troops of all arms were utterly routed.

CHEMULPO, Corcu, Oct.
received here from Wl-J- u dated

midnight, give additional details of the
battle fought between the Chinese and
Japanese across the Yalu llvcr.

Gen. Nodzu, the Japanese Chief of
Staff, It appcurs, succeeded In getting
the main bo.lv of tho Japanese army
across the Yalu Itlver without mishap
before daylight on Thursday. Then Col.
Sato was sent forward at the head of a
flying column on a reconnolterlng ex-

pedition and he discovered the enemy
occupying a fortified position near the
village of Fushang on the right bank
of the Yslu.

In spltn of the fact that ha had no
artillery at his disposal, Col. Sato Imme-
diately commenced an attack upon tho
Chinese nnd a fierce light followed. The
Chinese fought desperately and stub-
bornly. Tho attack began at 10 o'clock
In the morning and lasted until noon,
when the Chinese began wavering, broke
and eveiitually retired in great djorder,
falling back upon Kullenchas

Th,e troops commanded by Col. Sato,
nfter the Chinese had retired, set to
work upon the demollshment of the
fortifications of Fushang. Inside the
fortifications they found 200 Chinese
dead. Tho Japanese also captured a
number of prisoners, among whom was
a Chinese officer, who stated that the
position was held by eighteen battalions
of Chinese troops.

The Japanese, escorting their prison-- 1

era, then marched In the direction of 1

Gen. Nodsu's main body, with the In-

tention ot rejoining it.
The number of Chinese wounded Is

not known. The Japanese lost five
officers and ninety men killed and
wounded.

Later despatches said that the Chinese
outposts were falling back upon Kull-
enchas, where It Is expected that the
only really determined stand of the
Chinese In Manchuria will be made.

It Is understood that Field Marshal
Yamagata's plans are completed In
every detail for Inflicting what he hopes
will turn out to be a crushing blow
upon the Chinese. Several columns of
Japanese troops are acting In concert
after the manner adopted by tho Jap-
anese commander at the battle of Ping-Yan-

and It Is expected that they will
deliver a simultaneous attack Vipon the
Chinese position. If the Japanese Field
Marshal's plans are carried out. It Is
probable that tho network of the In-

vaders will be completed around the
Chinese position by midnight on Satur-
day, thus enabling the Japanese to pro-
ceed to the attack at dawn on Sunday.

Some doubts are expressed among the
Japanee commanders as to the reported
strength of the Chinese position at Ku-

llenchas, and Gen. Nodzu Is said not to be
quite certain himself, although spies and
prisoners have furnished various reports
on the subject.

It Is reported that the Chinese batteries
at Kullenchas have been Increased from
three to eleven; but, on the other hand,
rumor has It that It Is extremely doubtful
whether all these batteries are fully
armed.

All reports Join In saying that the
esprit dc corps and health of the Jap-
anese troops Is excellent, and It la said
to be the universal ambition of nil

NOTORIOUS CROOK PARDONED

Altsjeld Thinks 35 Years Too I.onn
k Sentence for McOrath.

CHICAGO, Oct. 26. John McGrath,
convicted of burglary under the Habit-
ual Criminal act July 16 of last year and
sent to Jollet for twenty-fiv- e years, was
pardoned by the Governor last Friday.
The police say the Governor hod de-

clared the sentence to bo excessive.
MoGrath was born In this city twenty-eig- ht

years ago, and was for a long
time the leader of the notorious "Henry
Street Gang." When ten years old he
stole a horse and wagon, but escaped
punishment on account of his youth.

The most serious charge ever lodged
against him was that of murdering
Patrolman Adam Fryer In September,
1SS9 Fryer was found shot and dying
at West Harrison and Desplalnes street.
McGrath and a man amed Mortell wore
convicted of the murder and sentenced
tu life Imprisonment, but on a new trial
were acquitted.

In September, 1892, McOrath and sev-
eral companions tried to lob a South
Chicago train nn the Santa Ke road
When Officer Mahonoy tried to arrest
McGrath In a saloon on Jan 12. lK).i. lie
was beaten liwenslble by McGrath
Later that night four officers surrounded
his house ami compelled him to sur-
render, but McGrath escaped punish-
ment, however.

One June 12, 1892, he was caught In the
act of burglary at 511 Union Btreet, and
In the fight that followed Officer Tyrrell
and McOrath were both badly wounded
by pistol bullets. He was serving a
sentence for this crime when pardoned.

ENDEO HIS AGONY.

Dying Man Stabs Himself in
the Abdomen.

Haight Was Tertured by Asthma

and Kidney Disease.

Expired When Taken tn St. Vin-

cent's Hospital.

Tortured and driven to desperation by
asthma, Townsend D. Haight, ageJ fifty-thre- e,

a luborer, but formerly a ship-
wright. Inflicted fatal wounds upon him-
self while In his bedroom at 71 Hank street
shortly before 3 o'clock this morning.

Crazed with his sufferings, he slabbed
himself In the abdomen repeatedly, and
died nn hour later In St. Vincent's Hos-
pital, where he wus removed.

Haight, up to a few weeks ago, was
employed on the docks under the Dock
Commissioners. He was tuken 111 with
lirlght's disease and asthma. Last Wed-
nesday the family physician gave up
all hope of Halght's recovery and since
that time he had been dying by Inches.

During her husband's Illness Mrs.
Haight hnd been almost constantly by
his side. Last night It wus thought that
he would not live till this morning, nnd
In order to breathe at all he was obliged
to sit half dressed In a chair In his bed-
room.

At 2.10 o'clock this morning Mrs.
Huight left him to get a cup of ten.
While thu faithful wife and attendant
was In the kitchen her husband wus
suddenly seized with a sudden uttack of
laburt'd breathing. Dragging himself
from his chulr to tho mantel piece, a
few feel away, he picked up a small
pocket knife and Jabbed himself In the
abdomen with It.

Then he staggered back and lay In his
chair again, gasping and bleeding.

When Mrs. Haight returned to the
chamber she found him thus.

Arrested After Their I Hood jjattlc,
but Discharged In Court.

People who live In the vicinity of the
apartment house at 313 West Seven-

teenth street were rudely disturbed In
their slumbers shortly ufter 1 o'clock
this morning by a most unearthly racket
upon thu premises.

There wus a noise of crashing glass,
reports like the bombardment of heavy
artillery, and above all the shrill sounds
of a woman's voice uttering the most
terrible Imprecations against some un-

seen enemy.
These sounds proceeded from the flat

on the second floor, which has been occu-
pied for several months by Mrs. Mabel
ltoss, who has lived there quietly with
another woman. The other woman was
not there last night, but there was a
man In the flut with Mrs. ltoss. The
neighbors had seen him go In with her
about 10 o'clock, but until tho outbreak
three hours later not a sound had been
heard.

The flats were formerly owned by Dr.
Shine, and last Winter there was a
good deal of scandal ubout some of the
tenants, most of whom were women
of questionable reputation, and a general
cleaning out of the place followed.
Mrs. Itoss was one of the hold-over-

The noises alluded to aroused the
whole neighborhood this morning, and
In a short time a big crowd had col-
lected In front ot the house. Still the
racket Inside continued. It sounded ns
If bottles anil heavy weights were be-
ing thrown about the rooms. The Jani-
tor tried to open the door of the flat,
but It wns locked on the Inside, and, no
one responding to his demand lo open
It, he llnally. with the assistance of
two or three others, burst It In.

A man, with a bleeding
head, run out us soon as the door wus
open and rushed downstairs Into a
vacant flat on the first floor. He was
closely pursued by un Infuriated wo-
man, recognized as Mrs. ltoss, with a
beer bottle In her band, cursing und
idling at him with ull her might.

She chased him from room lo room,
und llnally out upon the steps of the
house, where she came up with him und
smashed him In the fuce with the bot-
tle she had In her hand. Hti struck her
b.uk and then they clinched, rolling over
and ovirdown the steps on to the side-
walk, the woman biting, scratching,
kicking ami Bcreumlng at the top of her
voire all the time.

The people who had congregated on
the street wire taken too much by sur-
prise at tho suddenness of this attack
to Interfere, but at this moment a
INillcemau came up and, Jumping Into
the frav, separtled the combatants und
rapped for assistance. The woman hud
fainted away and was carried up to her
apartment, ami the man who was bleed-
ing from several deep cuts on his head
and u gash In his wrist, evidently made
by broken glass, was taken to the sta-
tion In West Twentieth street.

An ainbulince wns summoned from
the New York Hospital, and the surgeon
first treuted Mrs ltoss upstairs and then
went to the station and attended to the
man Afterwards the woman was also
titUeu to the station ami loth were
Hrki'.l up The man refused to give his
mine ta the tullce

The sidewalk In front of the house and
steps where the scuttle took pluce ure
covered with blood, nnd there are blood-
stains In the room upstairs and In the
hallway. The cause of the quarrel be-
tween the two was not learned by the
tenants of the house. It wus sold, how-
ever, that loth seemed to be very much
under the Influence of liquor, the woman
especially being crazed with excitement,
for she fought like a fiend until her
strength gave way and she fainted.

This morning both prisoners were able
to appear In Jefferson Market Court.
There the man gave his name as John J
Moore, of '.i7 Charles street, but no
amount of questioning by the Court,

or reporters, would Induce him or
Mrs. Hoss to talk of their fierce battle
of a few hours before, or the causes
leading to It.

Neither would make a complaint
against the other, and In consequence
both were discharged.
